S.O. 16(E).—Whereas the Central Government 
is of the opinion that it is necessary to appoint a 
Commission of Inquiry for the purpose of making 
an enquiry into the causes of the accidents involving 
collision of 3151 Sealdah-Jammu Tawi Express 
with the rear portion of BKSC freight Train stand¬ 
ing on the loop line at Kalubathan Station on 
Asansol Division of Eastern Railway on 1-6-1995- 
and derailment of 8448 Hirakliand Express in the 
block section between Barpali and Dungripali sta¬ 
tions of Sambhalapur-Titlagarh Section of Sambhal- 
pur Division of South Eastern Railway on 1-6-1995. 

2. Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers 
conferred by Section 3 of the Commission of In¬ 
quiry Act, 1952 (60 of 1952), the Central Govern¬ 
ment hereby appoints a Commission of Inquiry 
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consisting of Justice N. Venkatachala, a retired 
Judge of the Supreme Court of India as its sole 
member. 

3. The said Commission of Inquiry shall— 

(a) make an inquiry into the causes of above 

said accidents and for that purpose, take 
such evidence as may be necessary; 

(b) state its finding as to causes of the said 

accidents and as to the person or persons, 
if any, responsible therefor; and 

(c) suggest safeguards against similar acci¬ 

dents in future. 

4. Further, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by section 5 of the Co mmi ssion of Inquiry Act, 
1952 (60 of 1952), the Central Government directs 
that all provisions of sub-section (2), sub-section 
(3) and sub-section (5) of the said section shall 
apply to the said Commission of Inquiry. 

5. The headquarters of the said Commission 
will be at Bangalore. 

6. The said Commission shall submit its report 
to the Central Government within a period of four 
months from the date on which it commences its, 
inquiry. 
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
